This decision is in response to petitioner's "RESPONSE TO NOTIFICATION DATED 
MARCH 26, 2003" filed on 26 June 2003, which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 
1.182. The petition fee of $130.00 has been charged to Deposit Account No. 19-4675 as 
indicated in the petition. 



In a notification from Office on 26 March 2003, the declaration of the inventors was not 
accepted at that time since the name of the second named inventor, Manuela Kunz JAVET, did 
not correspond the set forth in the international application, Manuela Kunz. The notification 
indicated where an inventor's name has changed after the international application was filed to 
submit a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82. 

Oil 26 June 2003, petitioner submitted the instant petition, which included an affidavit in 
support of the name change of the inventor from Manuela Kunz to Manuela Javet. 



MPEP § 605.04(c) requires in instances where an inventor has changed his or her name 
after the application has been filed to submit a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82. The petition must 
include (1) the appropriate petition fee and (2) an affidavit signed with both names setting forth 
the procedure whereby the change of name was effected, or a certified copy of the court order. 

With respect to item (1), the petition fee has been charged to petitioner's deposit account. 

With respect to item (2), an affidavit has been provided signed under both names- 
Manuela Kunz (maiden name), and Manuela Javet (married named), and setting forth the 
procedure whereby the change of name was effected. Therefore, item (2) has been satisfied.
